From the Middle East, an 
Israeli group will add to the in- 
ternational flavour of the show by 
performing a few of the colorful 
dances of that country. 

In the singing department, Serge 
Vezina will entertain with , songs 
from France, while McGill's well- 
known Pclc Weldon and friends 
will appear with Canadian folk 
songs.

The panel was made up of Mr. 
Chambers, W.E. Saclcston and H.H. 
Walsli, two of tiic signatories of a 
controversial letter of criticism 
sent to Prime Minister Dicfcn- 
bal<cr, and signed by fifty McGill 
Professors. 

It was pointed out at tiic start 
of the meeting that tlie professors 
had signed the letter personally, 
and not as members of the JIcGill 
teaching staff. It must also be said 
that Mr. Chambers spolce for him- 
self as an M.P., and not as a mem 
ber of the Government. / 
TWOFOLD 
In the light of Canada's position 
in word; conflict. today,: Mr. Cham 
bers began, the Federal . govem< 
ment must pursue a twofold ob- 
jective: to preserve peace and to 
prevent 'war. These two arc not 
alternatives, he stated, but "the on- 
ly policy on which are based all 
our foreign and defense policies." 

Canada has and will promote 
these aims in the first Instance 
through the United Nations and 
other international forums, he 
continued. However, he pointed 
out, never in tiie past have such 
goals been realized in this way, 
and he did not believe that we are 
any closer to such realization to- 
day. Until that day arrives, we 
must strive to prevent war by any 
other means. 

These "other means", Chambers 
said, entail "creating, with our 
allies, a situation whereby any po- 
tential aggressor knows that if he 
attacks us, he will be destroyed." 
METHODS 
Chamben followed the points 
brought up In the letter sent the 
Prime Minister in outlining gov- 
ernment methods of supplementing 
these policies. 

Contrary to what .the signers of 
the letter claimed, he said, the civ- 
il defense policy of the government 
does not belittle the dangers of 
nuclear war. Rather, he maintain- 
ed, the horrors of a war today are 
Uie reasons for the policy. Nor 



S£C To Investigate Discrimination ; 
Question Rooms Registry Landlords

The SEC has determined to find out hov/ mdny landlords discriminating on the basis of 
the Rooms Registry form would back down If faced with a definite anti-discriminatory policy. 



A random sample of 50 discrim 
inators will be asked to reply to 
the following revised wording : 

"The University and the Rooms 
Registry serves students of all col- 
ours, races and religions. We will 
list only those persons who arc 
willing to accommodate students 
without discrimination because of 
race, colour or creed." 

REPORT 
Tlic recommendatiion to insti- 
tute this test was included in a 
report on tlie Rooms Registry form 
presented to the SEC at tlieir last 
meeting by Mark Rosenstein, SEC 
Research Board member. 

The previous wording of the 
Rooms Registry form was : "Will 
you accept anyone?... If you will

does this policy induce any sane 
Canadian look on nuclear war with 
equanimity. 

Civil defense, he said, Is not 
the government's first line of de- 
fense, but the last. In spite of all 
efforts to avert war, we must re- 
cognize the fact that it is possible. 
The government would be failing 
the people if it did not help the 
people prepare for all eventualities. 

Chambers then referred to tho 
criticism of the government's fail- 
ure to oppose tlie U.S.'s press'uring 
NATO members to accept , nuclear 
arms. This was an unfair state- 
ment, he said, as NATO consulta- 
tions arc held in private, and only 
broad policy statements arc mado 
public. We do not know what ob- 
jections Canada may or may not 
have made in private, he said. 
WEAPONS 
Canada has not accepted nuclear 
weapons, he added, nor will it "un- 
less and until, in the considered 
conviction of the Government of 
Canada, the possibility of achiev- 
ing our objectives — the preven- 
tion of war and the preservation 
of freedom — will be materially in- 
creased by the acquisition of these 
weapons. The day may never come 
when this will be the case. But 
then again, it may." 

Chambers replied to the charge 
of tlie government's "distorted 
presentation of the issues involv- 
ed in the Berlin dispute." He said 
three points are not negotiable: 
the right of the West Berliners 
to choose their own way of .life, 
the right of the Western powers' 
presence :in Berlin to guarantee 
this, and the. right of access which 
is a treaty' right. He pointed out 
that these statements are not lack- 
ing in candour. 

In concluding his address. 
Chambers accused the much pub- 
licized letter as being totally un- 
constructive and "dangerous nun- 
sense." 

WALSH 

H. H. Walsh then spoke, saying 
that the people wanted wisdom, 
not shelters. Government shelters 
are inadequate, and available only 
to those who can afford them. He 
felt that the Canadian program 
was concocted in the U.S. to con- 
vince Russian leaders that the 
West will fight if necessary. 

He pointed out Diefenbalcer's 
statement at the height of the Ber- 
lin crisis that an attack on Berlin 
would be an attack on Canada. At

"This wording has been criti- 
cized," Roscnstein's report states, 
"as inadvertently Inviting discrim- 
ination and inadvertently provid- 
ing a means for the practise of 
discrimination, since the Rooms 
Registrj' observes the restrictions 
stipulated by the landlord." 

The report then goes on to 
evaluate the supply and demand 
for rooms. 

SUPPLY 

The Registry approves about 
1000. rooms annually, of which at 
most one-half are subject to dis- 
crimination. In addition, approx-

Students wishing to change a course must obtain the 'Official 
change of course forms from the Assistant Dean's office in the Arts 
Building. Three (3) forms must be completed and turned in by the 
student. The student should call back in one week to receive his copy 
which will be signed if tlie change has been approved. Merely turning 
in the forms does not constitute authority for the change. 

No changes will be considered after the deadline date of Wed- 
nesday, January 17. ' - 
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Why No Radio ? 

The crowd at Redpath jammed the aisles and 
overflowed Into the corridor last night to hear Egan 
Chambers and two McGill Professors cross verbal 
swords on the troubled subject of Canadian defence 
policy. 

Far more important, however, were the many 
thousands who did not have an opportunity to hear 
the discussion because of a total ban on film cameras 
and tape recorders. 

Just before Christmas, 50 members of McGill's 
staff signed the open letter to the Prime Minister 
which appears in the adjoining columns. A few days 
later EgdnitChambers, sitting MP for St. Lawrence- 
St. George in which McGill lies, wrote to each of the 
50 signatories suggesting that their letter indicated 
o lack of knowledge of government policy and invit- 
ing them to meet him at Redpath Hall last night to 
hear it explained. 

When certain of the signatories indicated to 
the press that they would attend, radio station CJAD 
decided to preempt two hours of live time to broad- 
cast the meeting direct. They approached Mr.' Cham- 
bers and asked for his consent. He said he had no 
personal objection but suggested that CJAD also ap- 
proach some of the signatories for consent. 

CJAD was then told that, Redpath Hall being a 
university building, permission to broadcast would 
have to be obtained from university authorities. Mean- 
lime other groups including several television sta- 
tions and our own Radio McGill expressed interest 
in covering the meeting. University authorities, how- 
ever, refused permission for any broadcast coverage. 

At one point, when CJAD protested against 
discrimination in favour of the press, a blanket order 
was issued to prohibit all news media coverage but 
this was quickly withdrawn. 

When contacted by the Daily Sunday evening 
Principal James confirmed that live broadcast from the 
Hall had been forbidden but said that no ruling 
had been made regarding' tape and added that he 
believed that it was quife common for private indi- 
viduals to make tape recordings. 

But last night a University official was at the 
door with orders from Mr. Grimsom, university Compt- 
roller^ to bar all film cameras and tope recorders. 
During the course of the meeting one enterprising 
fellow, who had evaded initial scrutiny was caught 
and ordered to erase his tape. 

When approached by the Daily Mr. Grimsom at 
first refused comment and then denied that he knew 
who was responsible for the blackout, although the 
official at the door said he was acting under Mr. 
Grimsom's instructions. Mr. Grimsom continued to 
resist questioning but finally responded to. our insis- 
tence with the inforrnatipn that the ban had been 
imposed "for political reasons''. 

The Daily would like to know what political rea- 
sons led the University to interfere with the right of 
radio and television to cover a legitimate news story 
of considerable public interest. We would like to know 
who really took the decision and on what authority. 
And finally, if pressure was brought to bear, by whom 
was this done and for what purpose ? 

We believe. that the reputation of McGill was 
harmed by the action of University officials last night. 
We hope and expect that she will act promptly to 
remove the blot. 



Uie Letter To Diefenbaker 

SIri 

Although you have ilated from tlma to time that you and the Canadian Government 
deiire peace for the Canadian peoplé/ we, the, underiigned, believe that levera! of the pollclei 
pursued by your Government are contributing directly and. Indirectly to the creation of force* 
- social,- military, and diplomatic tliat are driving us not toward peace but toward war. 
Specifically t 

1. That the Canadian people b« 
given accurate and specific 
facts about the possible ef- 
fects of nuclear war and 
about the value of warning 
systems, fall-out shelters, and 
the .other apparatus of Civil 
Defence; . 

2. That the Canadian Government 
refuse to accept, -to receive, 
to acquire, to possess,.to own, 
to have,' to manufacture, to 
store, or to borrow, any nu«; 
clear weapons for; her armed 
forces; or f or . any: armed; f or- 
ces stationed ôn'her territory; 
that the Government 'make 
known its refusal; and that it 
openly oppose the efforts of 
any of her allies to seek ex- 
pansion of the Nuclear Club 
under any pretext whatever; 

3. That the Canadian Government 
contribute positively to a set- 
tlement of the Berlin prob- 
lem by urging upon all the 
powers' concerned a solution 
based on the real issues in- 
volved; or,' at least, , that Can- 
ada refrain from making mili- 
tary threats which, because 
Canada is not involved direct- 
ly in the Berlin dispute, are 
quite gratuitous; and that she 
refrain from making large in- 
creases in military expendi- 
ture which are in themselves 
belligerent as well as prema- 
ture. 

We have composed this open 
letter, copies of which will be 
sent to leading Canadian news- 
papers, in order to make known 
the opinions of a number of pri- 
vate citizens on questions of 
great urgency. 



1. We deplore the Civil Defence 
programmé being carried out 
by. your government in that 
it belittles the danger in- 
volved in nuclear war by plac- 
ing too bland an assurance in 
the efficacy of warning sys- 
tems, fall-out shelters, and 
otheridevices which would be 
pathetically ineffectual in the 
event of a fuir scale nuclear - 
attack. Moreover, you have 
stated categorically, Mr. Pri- 
me Minister, that a majority 
of the Canadian population 
might survive a nuclear war; 
but you have failed to men- 
tion that such an estimate is 
highly speculative and that a 
nuclear war might result in 
the destruction of all human 
life. We believe that your 
Civil Defence policies encour- 
age complacency with regard 
to Canada's ability to survive 
and to defend herself, and 
hysteria in response to prob- 
lems presented by the Com- 
munist powers. Altogether, 
the Civil Defence program- 
me tends to induce among 
Canadians a willingness to 
regard war as a practicable 
means of settling internatio- 
nal disputes, and is there- 
fore to be condemned. .

(Continued Jrom page 1) 
this time, Walsh said, it was un- 
certain even who would start the 
war. 

W. E. Sackston then reaffirmed 
the contention that shelters are 
wholly inadequate for the reiiuh-e- 
ments of nuclear war. Ho referred 
to a trip he made to the Soviet 
Union last summer, during which 
he was continually questioned, 
about Canada's "obvious prepara- 
tions for war in building shelters." 
He added that he saw no shelters 
being built in Russia. 

During the period which follow- 
ed these speeches, questions were 
heard from the floor. 

INSPECTION 

Alec Lucas, Professor of English, 
asked Chambers if the government 
Inspected the shelters, being built 
by private contractors. The reply 
was that the government gives ad- 
vise to the public on precautions 
which can be taken. .It does not 
undertake to do any more. He was 
then asked how he could reconcile 
Canada's defense of her freedom 
with her delegation of the power 
to start a war on her behalf to the 
U.S. thrdugh-'NORAD. Chambers 
replied that NORAD is strictly a 
defensive organization, and Is phy- 
sically iinable to carry out offen- 
sive attacks. 

In response to another ( query, 
the M.P. said that the government 
had not reached a decision on m 
clear arms for Canada because of 
the hope that an international 
agreement could bo reached. 
MISSILE BASES 

A questioner then pointed out 
to the signatories that missile 
bases were located less than fifty 
miles from Montreal, just across 
the American border. Would it not 
be more logical to locate such 
bases in the Canadian north, far 
from large cities? Sackston replied 
that the only answer was the belief 
that shelters were no good in any 
case. 

The signatories said that they 
did not regret the stand they had 
taken, and that they would stick to 
it, even in the face of the spread 
of nuclear arms on the other side 
of the Iron Curtain. 



2. Furthermore,- we are perplex- 

ed by the ambiguity of your 
policy with respect to the 
arming of Canadian forces 
■with, nuclear weapons. We, 
for our part, believe that ex- 
tension of the soKialled "Nu- 
clear Club" can be conducive 
neither to peace nor to our 
security. While we heartily 
approve your - Government's 
decision to support the recent 
Swedish motion in the UJT. 
to explore the possibilities, of 
establishing a Non-Nuclear 
Club, we regret that Canada, 
- as a member of NATO, has 
failed to object to the efforts 
of the American Government 
to perstiade NATO^members 
to accept nuclear weapons. 

3. Wc also object to your. Go- 

vernment's dlstortedéi[resen- 
tatlon of the issues involved 
in the Berlin dispute. ~ The 
emphasis which you, follow- 
ing the lead of others, have 
placed on the freedom of 
West Berlin and Western 
rights of access to that city 
• has tended to obscuro those 
East German interests that a 
realistic appraisal of the si- 
tuation indicates will have to 
be taken into consideration 
in any worthwhile negotia- 
tions. We hold that lack of 
candour in this vital matter 
docs not assist . international 
understanding. 

We find it difficult to support 
a Government pursuing such po- 
licies as those criticized above. 
We would therefore, Mr. Prime 
Minister, recommend the fol- 
lowing measures for your urgent 
consideration :

imately 600 students can be ac-' 
commodated In new residences 
opening next year. 

Only 400 students apply to the 
Rooms Rcglstiy^- of : wUch'2S0rare 
known to have' been '^placed In 
recommended rooms. 

Thus, the supply appears to ex- 
ceed tho demand. 

But, lloscnstcin's report points 
out, "not all of the 1000 rooms 
approved by the Rooms Registry 
arc found satisfactory by the slu* 
dents, for the simple reason that 
some students insist on being ycry 
close to the campus. 

ELIMINATE ROOMS 

"It is feared that the exclusion 
of discriminators might eliminate 
othcnvlso desirable rooms which 
arc very close to the campus. The 
result might be that some students 
would reject certain discrimina- 
tion-free rooms as being too f ar . . . 
and would settle for very unsuit- 
able and unhealthy rooms closer 
to the campus." 

The report recommends that 
e.xact figures be obtained from the 
Rooms, Registry. "It may be tiiat 
discriminators do not constitute a 
very large 'proportion of the desir- 
able proximate rooms, and there- 
fore can be easily eliminated." 

The use of tho new form on a 
random sample would be a second 
step. The reason: "The test will 
give an indication of the price to 
be paid in rooms excluded it the 
moral Issue is to prevail."

The recommèhdàtlon' to^conduct 
a ^.sample : test was 'questioned by 
some'; Cbuhcil members. 

"If they say they won't discrim- 
inate, that's fine," the Daily Editor- 
in-Chief said.

DEFENSE 

Counsel for the defense. Ken 
Rae, a second year Law student, 
argued that students who bring 
liquor into the stadium cannot be 
prosecuted under By-law- 12. This 
argument was found acceptable to 
the court presided over by Chief 
Justice Leslie Wilson. 

The by-law reads; 

"The Cliief of Police shall be 
fully empowered to curb the en- 
trance of all bottled beverages in- 
to the stadium and to prevent tlie 
consumption of alcoholic beverages 
on or around tlio premises at foot- 
ball games. The Chief of Police 
shall make public notification 
thereof. 

"Recommendation Is made to the 
AMS Court that any offender wlio 
is convicted of infraction of the 
above rule be fined a minimum of 
$19 and a maximum of $100." 

INTERPRETATION 

Defense pointed out that no in- 
terpretation of the words "the 
above rule" in the second para- 
graph could be taken to mean that 
students are not allowed to take 
bottled beverages into the stadium 
or drink them there. 

On January 25, Bolt and Sned- 
don will be retried for conduct un- 
becoming AMS members. The jury 
of eleven men and one woman at 
last month's trial failed to reach a 
unanimous verdict 

Chief Justice Wilson declared a 
hung jury and ordered a new trial.

An estimated 18,000 youthful enthusiasts from the four 
corners of the globe will take part in the eighth World Youth 
Festival this summer in Helsinki, Finland. 

This was recently announced by 
the Canadian World Youth Festi- 
val Committee which is organiiing 
the Canadian delegation to the 
world-wide' youth gathering to be 
held from July 27 to August 5. 



The world festivals have been 
organized every two years in Eu- 
ropean capitals by an international 
committee composed of represen- 
tatives of youth organizations and 
well-known personalities from ma- 
ny countries. 

AIM 

The aim of the festivals is to 
bring young people together from 
all parts of the world to foster 
international youth understanding 
and friendship as a contribution 
to world peace. 

The Canadian festival committee 
was established in Toronto on De- 
cember 14 at a conference to dis- 
cuss Canada's participation in Hel- 
sinki. The committee is approacli- 
ing ail youth organizations in or- 
der to form a representative de- 
legation from Canada. , 

Young Canadians have partici- 
pated in the seven previous fes- 
tivals. 

TRAVEL 

Travel to the festival has been 
arranged on the Polish liner Ba- 
tory and post-festival visits to 
other countries will also be pos- 
sible. Tiie entire trip will take two 



months and cost $850. Air travel 
Is also being considered.
